Mather  “Splits  Atom’ 

For  Lyceum  Audience 


Urges  Action  Now 
By  U.  S.;  Control 
Not  Difficult. 

International  control  of  th. 
manufacture  of  atomic  bomljs,  and 
of  the  production  of  their  raw  ma¬ 
terials,  is  absolutely  essential,  Dr. 
Kirtley  Mather,  Harvard  univer¬ 
sity  professor  of  geology,  declared 
in  his  Wartburg  Artist  series  talk 
at  the  St.  Paul’s  parish  house 
Wednesday  night. 

This  would  not  be  difficult,  he 
continued,  and  it  is  essential  BE¬ 
CAUSE  THERE  IS  NO  ADE¬ 
QUATE  MILITARY  DEFENSE 
against  the  bomb. 

A.tomic  bombs  can  be  made 
from  only  two  elements.  Neptuni¬ 
um  and  Plutonium  (both  derivat¬ 
ives  or  products  of  U-235).  The 
radioactive  raw  materials  have 
been  pretty  well  “located”,  he 
said,  and  “five  nations  control  95 
or  90  per  cent  of  the  supply.  These 
are  the  Big  Five,  the  British  Em¬ 
pire,  Russia,  the  United  States, 
France,  and  China — and  of  these, 
HAVE  THE  LEAST."

"SdENUSTS  HA'VE  START¬ 
ED  SOMETHING  THEY  CANNOT , 
FINISH,  in  the  realm  of  human  ' 
relations,”  Dr.  Mather  said,  in 
developing  the  atomic  bomb. 

“Our  very  existence  depends 
just  as  much  on  the  governments 
and  peoples  of  FOREIGN  NA¬ 
TIONS  as  they  do  on  our  own  wis¬ 
dom  and  good  intentions,"  be  de¬ 
clared. 

He  emphasized  the  importance  of 
religion  and  understanding  among 
nations,  but  said  we  “can  not  wai' 
for  the  slow  operation  of  the  pro 
cess  of  education  and  the  force  of 
religion;  the  time  is  now” — and 
went  on  to  say  that  immediate 
international  control  was  the  only 
answer. 


SPEAKING  OF  THE  FEAR  OF 
“OTHER  NATIONS”,  he  said  that 
“we  are  convinced  that  we  have 
good  will,  and  would  use  the  bomb 
only  for  self  defense  after  attack — 
but  citizens  of  other  nations  do 
NOT  know  that,  and  they  prob¬ 
ably  feel  very  skeptical  about  the 
whole  matter.  Their  attitude  Is  the 
SAME  as  we  have  toward  them." 
This  again  makes  international 
control  at  once  a  necessity. 

There  is  no  immediate  possibi¬ 
lity  of  a  "chain  reaction”  which 
vmuld  destroy  the  earth,  he  said, 
since  experience  has  shown  that 
“the  slightest  impuri^  stopped  the 
reaction  dead  in  its  tracks.”

declared  in  the  question  period; 
the  process  is  very  complicated 
and  requires  tremendous  precision 
and  great  masses  of  equipment 
and  raw  materials. 

Beyond  that,  there  is  a  certain 
“minimum  size"  below  which  the 
reaction  won’t  perform.  This  is 
with  a  mass  “between  the  size  of 
a  baseball  and  a  basketball,"  he 
said. 

THE  "MINIMU.M  POWER  DE¬ 
VELOPED"  IS  SO  LARGE,  he 
went  on,  that  atomic  power  in  the 
home  or  auto  or  small  factory  is 
not  practical.  A  40,000  or  50,000 
h-p.  unit  for  an  ocean  liner  or  a 
huge  power  plant  would  be  about 
the  smallest  practicable  size.  Be¬ 
cause  huge  lead  shields  are  need¬ 
ed,  atomic  power  units  are  not 
practical  for  planes.

word  as  he  hath  been  taught, 
that  he  may  be  able  by  sound  doc- 
both  to  exhort  and  to  con- 
;  the  gainsayers.”  It  is  need- 
to  say  anything  concerning 
passage  since  it  is  self-ex¬ 
planatory. 

The  minister  must  be  actuated 
by  the  spirit  of  service,  even  as 
St.  Paul  says  in  I  Th.  2:8,  “So  be¬ 
ing  affectionately  desirous  of  you, 
we  were  willing  to  have  imparted 
unto  you,  not  the  Gospel  of  God 
only,  but  also  our  own  souls,  be¬ 
cause  ye  were  dear  to  tis.”  We 
must  be  examples  even  as  it  is 
written,  “In  all  things  shewing 
thyself  a  pattern  of  good  works: 
in  doctrine  shewing  uncorrupt¬ 
ness,  gravity,  sincerity.”  (Tit.  2:7) 
"Neither  as  being  lords  over  God’s 
heritage,  but  being  ensamples  to 
the  flock.”  (I  Pe.  5:3)  "Giving  no 
offence  in  anything,  ^at  the  min¬ 
istry  be  not  blamed.”  (2  Cor.  6:3) 
The  minister  must  also  be  watch¬ 
ful  of  certain  evils  for  it  is  writ¬ 
ten,  “No  man  that  warreth  en- 
tangleth  himself  with  the  affairs 
of  this  life;  that  he  may  please 
him  who  hath  chosen  him  to  be 
a  soldier.”  (2  Ti.  2:4)  Let  us  there¬ 
fore  be  faithful  soldiers  of  the 
Cross,  holding  ever  to  that  which 
is  true  and  honest,  both  in  the 
sight  of  God  and  man. 

.»  To  those  who  leave  all  and  carry 
Christ’s  blessed  cross  unto  all  the 
world  and  preach  the  gospel 
among  all  peoples,  God  promises.
